Yet, great as is tho pow er of prim e 
m inister, the office has no foundation on 
law. The prim e m inister is quite as u n ­ 
known to the law as is the cabinet. 
If 
a legal pedant, blind to all facts not in 
the statutes or the textbooks of tho 
common law, were asked to define the 
office of prim e m inister and to describe 
the cabinet, he would be utterly at a 
loss. 
In theory the prim e m inister is only 
a privy councilor at the bead of a de­ 
partm ent of state w ho is specially in 
the sovereign’s confidence and who usu­ 
ally presides at an inform al gathering 
of certain of the privy councilors who 
happen to hold offices of state— a g ath ­ 
ering w hich is called the cabinet. T hat 
is the furthest w hich the legal pedant of 
our thought would dare to go.

PRIME MINISTER. 


Nowhere Kl.. Vt, til** World Is Tti«*rf> Any 
Position at Ouch So Powerful and So 
Anomalous The Office la Without L< gal 
Foundation. 


Nowhere else in the world is there 
any position at once so powerful and so 
anomalous. 
So long as he remains 
prim e minister the premier of the U nit­ 
ed Kingdom is possessed of more real 
power than any single individual, un* 
lesx it be the czar or the president of 
the United States. 
Yet, great a? is tho power of prime 
minister, the office has no foundation on 
law. The prime m inister Is quito as un­ 
known to the law as is the cabinet. 
If 
a legal pedant, blind to all facts not in 
the statutes or the textbooks of the 
common law, were asked to define the 
office of prime m inister and to describe 
the cabinet, he would be utterly at a 
loss. 
In theory the prime m inister is only 
a privy councilor at the head of a de­ 
partm ent of state who is specially in 
the sovereign’s confidence and who usu­ 
ally presides at an informal gathering 
of certain of the privy councilors who 
happen to hold offices of stat*'—a gath­ 
ering which is called the cabinet. That 
is the furthest which the legal pedant of 
our thought woald dare to go. 
Yet, of 
oourse, the prime m inister is, in fact, 
far more than the mere chairman of the 
cabinet. 
The cabinet, no doubt, has a great
